Two Years Ago His Health Be- 
gan to Fail, and Last January 
Became So Bad He Was 
Obliged to Give Up His Prac- 
tice---Funeral Services at the 
Residence This Afternoon. 


Dr. Abner W. Calhoun, one of at- 
lanta’s foremost citizens and one of 
the most noted physicians in the 
south, died Sunday morning at 4 
o'clock after an illness of several 
months. 

While his death was not entirely un- 
expected, yet it was not known until 
@ late hour Saturday night that the 
end was near. 

Two years ago Dr. Calhoun’s health 
began to fail, and last January he be- 
came £0 much worse that he had to 
give up the practice of his profession. 
For four or five months prior to his 
death he was confined to his bed. At 
times he became so ill that hts life 
‘was despaired of, but he would rally 
and give hopes of recovery. Saturday 
night it was seen that he was sinking, 
and “anded by his family hs 
passed away as the eaTly dawn was 
breaking. 

Death a Loss to City. 

In the death of Dr. Calhoun Atlanta 
loses one of her best citizens, and 
the world a physician whose work in. 
life was to relieve suffering humanity. 
While his practice was munificent, yet 
he probably did more work free of 
cost to those unable to pay than any 
ether physicianinthe south.

AUTOS COLLIDE;

Passengers Have Narrow 
Escape From Death. 


White Steamer, With Five Pas- 
sengers, Bound for Camp- 
meeting, in Crash With Small 
Petrel Runabout on the Ros- 


well Road. 


With a crash that was heard a half- 
mile away at Buckhead, two automo- 
biles collided on the Roswell road yes- 
terday at noon with the result that one 
of the nine passengers was seriously 


hurt. 
‘The injured one is C. P. Ventrex,

sequences were said to have been kept 
from being serious by McDade's quick 
work in slowing down his car a second 
before the collision. Residents in Buck- 
head, a half-mile away, said they heard 
the crash. 

Ventrex seated by McDade, was 
hurled from his place, falling heavily 
on his back and head, among the 
wrecked pieces of the smaller machine.

Enthusaism of Brown Forces 
Will Reach Its Crest in the 
Line of Flame, 12,000 March- 
ers Strong --- Parade Ends at 
Governor’s Mansion.

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Taft Preparing Dose for

Beverly, Mass., August 21.—As time 
goes, it becomes more and more ap- 
parent that no direct answer will be 
made here to the reports of a break 
between President Taft and Colonel 
Roosevelt, and the charges alleged as 
a foundation for the rupture.

a newspaper controversy with anyone. 
As to his administration, what it has 
accomplished and what it intends to 
do in the future in the way of recom- 
mendations to congress, President Taft 
soon will make these matters clear.

FOR WIFE’S DEATH 
HUSBAND 1S HELD 


Woman Dies as Result 


of Terrible Burns. 


Mrs. W. B. Walker, Wife of 
Bibb Farmer, Charges Hus- 
band With Setting Her Cloth- 
ing on Fire, According to the 
Testimony Before Coroner. 


Macon, Ga., August 21.—(Special.) 
A charge of murder rests against W. 
B. Walker, a farmer residing eight 
miles west of the city on Thomaston 
road, as the result of the death of 
his wife shortly after 10 o’clock this 
morning (by burning. She died half 
an hour @fter the flames burned her 
body in horrible manner from the 
waist to her head. 

To a negro woman who ran’ into 
the house to render assistance, Mrs. 
Walker declared before she became 
unconscious that her husband did it 
and did it on purpose, according to 
the woman’s statement before a cor- 
oner’s jury. 

_When-+neighbors reached the house; 
they found Walker sitting in the 
yard weeping. The aged mother of 
Walker was at a fig tree some dis- 
tance from the house, and an adopted 
SOn was away in the creek bathing. 

Walker Ran and Gave Alarm. 

Walker ran from the house and gave 
the alarm. The negro woman, the firat 
tv reach the place, found Mrs. Walker 
lying on the floor with her clothing 
burned from her waist to her head and 
her hair burned off. She was able to 
speak only a few words. 

Walker claims he was in the lot 
currying his horse, and that Mrs. Wai- 
ker was starting a fire in the stove 
when the oil she was using became 
ignited and caused an expiosion. 

Those who testified against him said 
Walked used gasoiine to set fire to 
bis wife, clotning. Neighbors testi- 
fied before the coroner's jury that 
wWwaiker nad driven Mrs. Waiker from 
home severel times during the year, 
and had at one time searcned for her 
at a neighbor’s house, where he de- 
elared he intended to kill her

Mr. Carter congratulates himself 
that while secretary he escaped the 
storm” that has been raised about 
my head.

SIX MEN WERE KILLED 
AND SEVEN INJURED 


When Two Freight Trains Col- 
lided Head-on in 
Vermont. 

Northfield, Vt., August 21.—Six men 
were killed, one was probably fatally 
injured and seven others were badly 
hurt as the result of a head-on col- 
lision between two freight trains on the 
Central Vermont railroad at Northfield 
.Falls, two miles north of here, today. 
All the dead and injured were train- 
men. 

The name of only one of the dead 
men could be learned. That was Wil- 
iam Brooklyn, conductor of the south- 
ound train. The bodies of two others 

ere taken from the wreck, but were 
so charred by the fire which started 
after the two engines piled up that 
they could not be identified. The other 
bodies, it is believed, were incinerated. 

The accident occurred on the main 
line of the Central Vermont road. One 
of the trains, consisting of an engine, 
tender and caboose, was bound south 
and the other train, a heavy freight 
of 35 or 40 cars, was proceeding north. 
The engine and eight cars of the heav- 
ier train were piled up on top of the 
smaller train, fohowing the terrific im- 
pact. Immediately the wreckage caught 
fire and the engine crew of the south- 
bound train was burned as were sev- 
eral of the other trainmen.,

fighter’ took a horse and riding the 
animal to death, rode from the camp 
and ordered a rescue party which pen- 
~etrated the fire to Bird creek. 

“ ~ Fate of 180 Men Unknown. 

Eighteen of the men were found in 
the water, where they had gone for 
safety and they were unharmed. 

From the remaining 180 men no word 
(has been received. A relief train, well 
equipped with pack animals, has been 
ordered, carrying provisions,and hos- 
pital supplies, and will endeavor to get 
through the fire. 

About a thousand refugees have been 
brought into Missoula today. There 
is much distress among them, but their 
wants are being supplied by Missoula 
people and they have been given tem- 
porary homes. The first of the trains 
came in over the Northern Pacific’s 
Cesur d’Alen branch and brought the 
hospital at Wallace and as many re- 
patients who had been in the Sisters’ 
fugees as could find place on the 
small train. : 

There were 250 on this train and a 
second train at noon brought as many 
more. These people came from the 
small towns along the line between 
here and Wallace. Many of them: 
had been roused from their sleep. The 
people on the train, whose summons 
had been the first intimation that 
the fire was near as there had been 
no sign of it when the people went to 
bed Saturday night. 

Escaped Scantily Clad. 

In most instances these people es- 
caped only scantily clad. A woman 
who had fled from her home at mid- 
fiight gave birth to a child in a boxcar 
just after the arrival of the first train 
at Missoula. Later hospitals are car- 
ing for the sick. Missoula homes 
have been opened freely and the home. 
less are comfortable for the present. 

Another train with 500 people on 
board is expected over the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Pugét Sound railway. 
A dense pall of smoke hangs all over 
Eastern Montana. In Missouri it was 
as dark as midnight at 5 o’clock, the 
dense smoke being given a lurid hue 
whiten had all the semblance ofthe 


’ 


glow of fire, which was probably -due 
to the sun. 
Town of Taft Destroyed. 

The town of Taft, near the 
line, was entirely destroyed by fire 
before daylight this morning. Sal- 
tez, just below Taft, has been aban- 
doned by its inhabitants and is 
known to be surrounded by fire. 
Deborgia is seriously threatened and 
one man is missing. Haughan is re- 
ported to be deserted. The last word 
from there is that the fire is danger- 
ously near, and the telephone oper- 
ator was preparing to flee. The area 
covered is roughly estimated at a 
hundred miles square, most of it in 
in the mountains and sparsely’ set- 
tled. It ig difficult to obtain informa- 
tion from any of the points and it is 
impossible to reach some of the  iso- 
latéd places at all. 

There is a probability that there 
has béen serious loss of life, as there 
are camping parties and lumber men 
all through the mountains, and the 
fire may have come upon them while 
they slept last night, or they may 
have awakened this morning cut off 
from escape. 

Burned Corpses Everywhere. 

At War Eagle tunnel, three miles 
from Wallace, six dead were found and 
two were badly burned. Five of the 
dead in the tunnel! had sought refuge. 
They lay with their faces down in the 
water covered with wet rags and 
blankets and Fly died partly from the

flames and partly from suffocation. The 
injured were} relieved by temporary 
dressings and were brought to the 
hospitals. 

At Big Creek, twelve dead were re- 
covered, two injured and three unfor- 
tunates, who were completely blinded. 

One fighter was found dead near Mul- 
lan and sixteen who were more or 
less seriously burned. At Pine Creek 
three are dead, five blinded and five 
otherwise injured. 

It is impossible to learn the names 
of’ the dead, most of whom came in 
from Spokane and other points at the 
call of the forestry service. The bodies 
are being buried wherever they are 
found. Days and weeks may elapse 
before anything like a complete esti- 
mate of the fatalities is available.

AGAIN PROVES POPULAR

The Sunday afternoon recital at the 
auditorium yesterday might surely be 
declared a proof that the great new 
organ -is not a fad, its popularity due 
to its bigness and novelty, but a real 
pleasure that will be lasting; a general 
interest that will grow.

the sake of show. The “Soldiers’ 
Chorus,” for instance, in his “Faust’’ 
Fanitasia, was properly a thrilling and 
beautiful illustration of the brilliant 
capacity, both of organ and organist, 
but the selection as a whole was al- 
most too reserved, retaining little trace 
of operatic suggestion. This was large- 
ly, however, the fault of the arrange- 
ment, rather than the organist. 

A concert overture by Faulkes and @ 
love song by Hofmann revealed Dr. 
Starnes probably at his best, the first 
a typical English organ work, stately, 
but a little staid, and the latter quite. 
a rapture of feeling and sweet melody. 

That the organ is distinctly a 
“Southern organ’ was proved without 
question in its vivid responsiveness, its 
full-throated glory when “Dixie” was 
played, this coming as the close to the 
usual medley of old southern airs.

Have We Too Much Gold? 
(Frank 8. Wood in Moody’s Magazine.) 

In 1909, the world’s stock of gold was 
$7,014,600,000, or $5.24 per capita, while 
the world’s stock of uncovered paper 
money was $4,302,500,000, or $3.21 per 
capita. 

Query: Is it the stock of gold or the 
stock of uncovered paper that is in- 
flating values? 

One ounce of fine gold brings the 
producer $20.67. The most economical 
mines get $8.89 profit after spending 
$11.78. The. largest producers get 
about $3.00@5.00 an ounce profit, after 
spending $15.00@17.00 subsequent to 
the investment of several million dol- 
lars in a suitable plant. 

As against this story of gold win- 
ning let us see what happens after it 
is won. 

The banker buys $1 worth of gold at 
par. He finds that he is able to issue 
$5 in paper money for every dollar in 
gold in his vaults.

He opened offices on Broad street at 
Alabama on the second floor:-of the 
building still standing, and there he 
remained until he built.on Marietta 
street, where the Beck & Gregg Hard- 
ware Company is now housed. There 
he remained until he moved into his 
present offices in the Candler build- 
ing, having. occupied in all these years 
but three locations. Dr. Calhoun met 
with pronounced’ success’ from ' his 
entry into his new field, and ‘within 
a short time was known not only 
throughout the south but all over the 
country, his reputation extending 
across the Atlantic. Though his prac- 
tice increased rapidly, Dr. Calhoun 
found time to write for magazines 
and his articles were extensively read, 
many of them... being translated into 
many other languages. At times some 
of the most distinguished people of 
the country came to Atlanta to con- 
sult Dr. Calhoun and to place them- 
selves under his treatment. 

But he was néver so busy with his 
well-to-do patients that he did not 
take time to treat the less fortunate 
— all the care and patience within 
11m. 

Treated Rich and Poor Alike. 

“Never in all my practice,” he’ once 
remarked to a close friend, “have I 
failed to give my attention to a pa- 
tient because he did not have the dol- 
lar. I have treated the rich and the 
poor alike.”’ 

Shortly after becoming a specialist 
Dr. Calhoun was asked to become a 
member of the faculty of the Atlanta 
Medical College, and many of the suc- 
cessful specialists of the country to- 
day were pupils of Dr. Calhoun. It 
was through his connection with the 
medical college that Dr. Calhoun did 
his greatest charity work. Many 
stubborn cases came to him from the 
country, a large number of the af- 
flicted being absolutely without a dol- 
lar. It was with this class that Dr. 
Calhoun expended not only his time 
but his money. At the college there 
Was an unused basement, and this Dr. 
Calhoun fitted up at his o'wn expense, 
and there he cared for his moneyless 
patients. It was his money which 
bought provisions to be prepared by 
th janitor for these luckless ones 
bei tréated by Dr. Calhoun. How 
many this class he sent home cured 
of some dread malady or at least 
greatly improved, if not cured, no one 
knows, for Dr. Calhoun never invited 
attention to his big-hearted, generous 
work.

OF COTTON HEAVY 


Plant Is Thrifty 
Growing Well. 


and 


Except in Texas, Northern 
and Central Georgia, Where 
Shedding Is Caused by Dry 
Weather. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 21.—Sum- 
mary of cotton crop conditions will be 
published by The Commercial Appeal 
tomorrow as follows: 

Unfavorable reports come from Texas 
and northern and central Georgia. 
Elsewhere with local exceptions the 
crop is now in the best state of promise 
of the season. The August fruitage 
has been heavy and the plant is thrifty 
and growing. In Oklahoma with an 
average or late frost the largest crop 
within a number of years will be har- 
vested. | 

No sheddifig is reported except in 
the dry districts as above. The bolls 
on the plant are still young and con- 
tinued favorable weather is needed for 
their proper development, while the 
general lateness of the plant in ffie 
matter of growth makes a late frost 
very desirable. With such a frost as- 
sured the general crop prospect would 
be favorable. 

Heavy Movement of Crop. 

Telegraphic reports up to Sunday 
night show that Texas had no general 
rainfall during the week and that 
deterioration of the crop has been 
checked over a limited and scattered 
territory comprised mainly of the lower 
panhandle and porthern and extreme 
western central Texas. The heavy 
movement in the south and southwest 
is the result of rapid and premature 
opening of bolls. 

The crop is now ‘nearly matured. 

Boll weevils have destroyed consid- 
erabié cotton in Louisiana and southern 
Mississippi, but elsewhere have not 
been an important factor with the crop.

Washington, August 21.—Columbus, 
Ind., is not destined to lose. any pres- 
tige it may have enjoy@® during the 
last decade from being marked on the 
census maps as the place neargst the 
center of population. It probably wil 
continue to be in the vicinity of ¢hat 
mark after the full developments of 
thethirteenth census become known, 
unless the estimates of the census bu- 
reau officers fail. 


The returns received to date indicate. 


a fairly even growth in all directions 
from the present central point, the re- 
sult of which must: be to leave the 
point at its present general neighbor- 
hood. Only a small percentage of the 
total population has been announced 
thus far, but enough is shown by the 
general trend to justify some general- 
izations. Probably the most impor- 
tant of these is that the eastern states 
are holding their own to such an ex- 
tent as to indicate that the ‘pull’ of 
thé west will not be sufficient to dis- 
turb greatly the present equilibrium.

The increase in Oklahoma, 
amounting to 108 per cent over the 
population of the: same in 1900, is 


/ phenomenal, and is no indication of the 
rate of growth either in the west or 


in the country-at-large. That of Rhode 
Island, on the other hand, is ore 
of natural growth in 


Rhode Island, with her 26.6 per cent of 
gain, is beli to be considerably 
above the average. If the Rhode Island 
increase should be maintained, the 
country would show a total of about 
96,000,000 people, whereas only about 
90,000,000 people are counted upon. 
Oklahoma’s Vast Increase. 


Oklahoma’s vast augmentation is due 
to its attainment of statehood and to 
the opening of new and rich territory. 
The same conditions do not exisst else- 
where, for even though Arizona and 
New Mexico are coming in as new 
states, neither of them presents the 
attractions of Oklahoma in the way of 
newly available soll. Many sections of 
the west, however, will do credit to 
the traditions of that region. West- 
ern Texas, for instance, will make a 
marked gain, as will the state of 
Washington, in both urban and rural 
districts. In Oregon, Portland is sure 
to make a big showing, as are Los 
Angeles, Berkely and Oakland in Cal- 
ifornia. ) 

The mining states of the inter-moun- 
tain region probably will suffer some- 
what from the failure to develop im- 
portant new camps during the last dec- 
ade. Mining has not fallen off as an 
industry, but, as a rule, it is the boom 
conditions attending rich discoveries 
that swell the census rolls in the 
mountains. Nevada alone -meets the 
conditions, and several new and im- 
portant towns will be added as a re- 
sult of mining developments in that 
state. Colorado and Utah will show a 
healthy growth, as will also the two 
Dakotas. New irrigation enterprises 
will help out tn Idaho, Montana and 
W yoming. 

Padding of 1900 Census. 


Comparisons will be in the interests 
of Nebraska, not only because there 
have been creditable adaitions,/out be- 
cause of the poor showing de in 
1900, due to the padding of the cen- 
sus of 1890. Not so much is expected 
of Iowa, as this state has lost heav- 
ily toother western statesandto Can- 
ada. Portions of~ Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and fIillinois have suffered from a 
like cause. The high price of farm 
lands and the tendency of well-to-do 
people toward small families are the 
two principal reasons for this falling 
away. | 

The comparatively good showing ‘in 
the eastern states is due more to for- 
eign immigration than to natural addi- 
tien to the native stock. There, as in 
the west, the disposition in certain 
classe is to hold the family down to 
the minimum, with the result the cen- 
sus rolis show correspondirigly more 
foreign than American names. 

To this tendency more than to any 
other circumstances will be due the 
fact that the central point will not be 
greatly changed. 

Of’all the southern sfates, Texas will 
make the best showing, but Georgia 
also will manifest a very creditable 
growth, as will also the two Carolinas. 
The south will continue to be the most 
American section, in that it will show 
the presence of fewer immigrants from 
abroad than any other portion of th 
union. . : ee

“Frontier “days” were planned four- 
teen years ago by the citizens of Chey- 
enne, to commemorate the daring and 
thrilling deeds of frontier life on the 
plains, perpetuating tMese sports in 
their most natural and realistic fash- 
jon before they pass into history and 
are replaced by other forms of life 
and customs. 

“Frontier days” have become famous 
the world over by reason of the un- 
usual character of the sports, the 
thrilling deeds of horsemanship, and 


realisti¢ pictures of western life as. 
portrayed by thousands of cowboys 


and cowgirls, dressed in they natural 
costumes, riding the fractious western 
bronchos, and all taking part in the 
sports which have made pioneer life on 
the plains romantic and exciting.

assurance is based, not on mere theory 
glone, but on actual experience cover- 
ing a period commencing in the fall of 
1895 and continued until 1907, includ- 
ing thirteen years. when I retired from 
the directorship of the Georgia experi- 
ment station. I will add that the sta- 
tion folk are still keeping up the prac- 
tice, thanks, perhaps to the agricul- 
turist, who is expected to supply 
roughage for the four to six head of 
horses and mules and fifteen to twen- 
ty head of cattle on the station, from 
an area of usually about fifteen acres 
each of corn, oats and cowpeas. Some 
weeks ago (July 25) I said in an edi- 
torial on the subject the following: 
“The dry stalks (minus the _ blades) 
left in the field from an acre ‘of corn 
that yields 30 bushels of shelled corn 
would weigh 1,260 pounds—fully three- 
fourths of the weight.of the 30 bushels 
of shelled corn. The average corn crop 
of Georgia for five years was 45,000,000 
bushels, and, therefore, the weight of 
the naked cornstalks from such a crop 
would amount to; (hold your breath!) 
945,000 tons! Do you doubt the figures? 
Make the calculation yourself. The dry. 
naked stalks on which one bushel of 
corn grew amount to 42 pounds. Now 
multiply the 45,000,000 bushels by 42 
and divide the product by 2,000, and 
you get a quotient—945,000 tons! Does 
anyone believe that there ever was in 
the state of Georgia at any one time, 
or even within one year, so much hay 
and dry roughage. of all kinds? If so, 
let us have the figures. On January 
1, 1910, according to estimates of the 
Uniteq States department of agricul- 
ture. there were in Georgia (on farms) 
265.000 head of horses and mules and 
$14.000 milch cows. a total of 579,000 
head of horses, mules and cows. So, 
the 945,000 tons of shredded stalks 
would give each head of the above 
animals one and six-tenths (1,6) tons, 
or nearly 10 pounds each per day for 
the entire year. 
“Of course, the shredded cornstalk 
not as nutritious as cured 
blades, or peavine hay, or alfalfa, or 
other high-grade hays; but it is bet- 
ter than No. 3 timothy, better than 
cotton hulls, better than shucks and 
immeasurably and infinicely better 
an nothing!’ 
tn The facts above quoted, together 
with other information given in the 
same article, ought to cause & progres- 
sive farmer to stop and consider be- 
fore he commences the wearisome, la- 
borious job—the great-cry-and-little- 
wool] job—of “pulling fodder.” There 
is ample time between now and shred- 
ding time to procure the necessary ma- 
chinery for doing the work, for the 
corn cut and shocked during the last 
week of August will not be dry enough 
to shred before the middle to the last 
of October. As an additional argu- 
ment in favor of the practice, let me 
give the following—not estimates, but 
actual—weights, which were detailed 
in Bulletin No. 30, published by me in 
November, 1895. The table gives the 
details of an acre of-corn that yielded 
84.2 to 34.4 bushes of shelled corn. 
On 1-3 of the acre the ears onlp were 
harvested, leaving both stalks and 
blades in the field; on another third 
both ears and blades were harvested in 
the time-honored way; on the remain- 
ing third the entire stalks were cut 
and shocked on the same day the 
blades were stripped from the second 
third (August 20), immediately shocked 
and when thoroughly dry the corn was 
shucked out and the stover (dry stalks 
and blades) was weighed and shredded:

CALIFORNIA PRIVET HEDGE. 

. EK. A.. Cumming, Ga.—I want to 
get cuttings of California privet, in 
quantities, and put it out on my farm, 


and care for it in such a way as to 
make a permanent fence. Will you 
Please write me if I can put out the 
cuttings most any time of year, or 
must it be done during the dormant 
period? 

Answer—The prope 
cuttings of privet and setting them out 
is February—-before the sap starts. 
You would meet with very poor success 
if you should plant them between 
March 1 and December. The cuttings 
may be made any time after the first 
Killing frost and “heeled down” tem- 
porarily for setting in February. You 
do not State whether you expect to 
grow a protective hedge, or one that 
wil] turn cattle and other live stock, 
but I presume that that is your desire. 
If so, I think you will be greatly dis- 
appointed in privet, which is suited 
only for an ornamental hedge. If you 
want something that will turn live 
stock, I advise you to try citrus trifo- 
liata, or dwarf lemon. It is perfectly 
hardy against the severest freeze, is 
armed with very severe thorns and 
makes a hedge in the course of five 
or six years that will confine the most 
breachy stock. Moreover, it makes just 
as pretty an ornamenta] hedge as does 
privet, or anything else. The only se- 
rious objection to the dwarf (or 
“hardy”) lemon ig the fact that it 
grows very slowly.

SUMMER AND WINTER PASTURE. 

“Ignoramus.”’—I plowed up my Ber- 
muda cow pasture last fall and sowed 
several grasses you recommended on 
it. There was very little result, and 


this summer the Bermuda is rather 
thin. What would you advise, in or- 
der to have @ good pasture summer 
and winter? 

Answer—I do not remember the de- 
tails of my reply advising you to plow 
up your pasture of Bermuda grass and 
to sow several grasses for winter 
grazing, but the fact that “the Ber- 
muda is rather thin this summer’ 
leads me to surmise that the soil is 
also “rather thin,” which may fully 
account for the “little results.” You 
do not state the details of the results, 
whethery poor stand or poor growth, 

‘fas probably both. I should 

id (if I did not) that good re- 
sults¥’may not be reasonably expected 
in the way of winter pasture on Ber- 
muda sod in very thin land. To have 
a good pasture, there must be either a 
fertile, productive soil, or you must 
use a liberal quantity of. fertilizers or 
manure.

Answer—iIn pursuance of the infor- 
mation desired, I have diligently con- 
sulted the United States pharmacopia 
and several pharmacists and phy- 
sicians, but have not been able to find 
any definite statement as to whether 
nitrate of soda is poisonous. The 
pharmacists consulted agree in the 
opinion that an excessive dose of the 
salt- would prove poisonous, but they 
did not indicate what amount would be 
an excessive dose. In these cases, I am 
inclined to believe that the nitrate of 
soda (if eaten) caused the death of the 
three cattle. There can be little doubt 
that cattle will eat the stuff, for they 
will eat almost anyhing when salt- 
hungry. It tastes very much like com- 
mon salt, as I have often verified by

Some twenty years 
ago I made a trip through Minnesota 
and thetwo Dakotas about the time of 
their wheat harvest. The wheat is ali 
of the spring variety and as the farm- 
-ers Sow the seed as late as May 1 and 
iit matures in about one hundred days, 
; it occurred to me that seed of the va- 
| Faesy mostly sown there, called “One- 
‘Hundred Day Wheat,” might succeed 
| in Georgia, sowing in the fall and rip- 
| ening so early in May as to escape 
| rust. So I got one bushel and sowed 
it about November 1. The result was 
that the first hard freeze in December 
|destroyed nearly every plant of it, 
| while native wheat, sown the same 
day, was not injured in the slightest 
degree. The conclusion reached was 
|} that the Dakota wheat was not “used” 
to freezing weather, having been sown 
for so long a period in the spring that 
it had in great measure lost its hardi- 
ness to resist cold. I advise you to get 
Georgia grown seed wheat. I believe 
it is a fact that the native crop of 
wheat in the four states named is sown 
in. the. spring.

HIS SON. 
RATS AND MICE VS. TERRIER DOGS. 

Dear Son: You write that rats catch 
your chickens and young turkeys, 
and rabbits eat your garden stuff. We 
had the same trouble until I bought a 
pair of fux terrier dogs: They are in- 
cessant hunters. Will course up and 
down the fences and fields, in and out 
}of the barns and granary all day long, 
and beat all the cats I ever saw 
catching vermin on 

Before we got them, the rats and 
mice nearly ate us out of house and 
home. The rats killed our chickens 
by the score, and the rabbits devastat- 
ed our gardens and ate small soy 
beans by the acre in the fields. 

We have more chickens this year 
than ever before, and have not seen a 
rabbit or rabbit’s track near the gar- 
den. Our granary used to be raided 
day and night by rats and mice in 
droves. I have not seen or heard of 
one there for months. 

Cats cut no figure, seemingly. We 
had plenty of them, and one of them 
was as bad as the rats to kill chick- 
ens. We made a good cat of her short- 
ly with a shotgun, and the dogs have 
caught or driven away the rats and 
mice nearly from the place. They 
corner snakes and catch squirrels and 
rabbits by scores (young ones), and 
fact, fox terriers are an established 
institution with me on “Altamont 
Range.” If I could not replace them, 
I would not sell the pair of dogs for 
$100 cash. If you buy, get registered 
dogs, or those “eligible,” as they sell 
for better prices if you wish to sell 
dogs or puppies later. In fact, never 
buy scrubs or mongrels of any kind 
of stock. They don't pay to keep or 
sell.
